Ignorance or Wickedncss,

The guestion is said to be debatable, whathet
ghat portion of the President’s message which
dizcusses the payment of the natfonal debt is
the produoct of ignorance or dishonesty. Either
cobjscture may be upheld with a certain de-
gree of probability. The detalls of the arga-
ment—if g0 it may be called—evinoe & oon-
tempt for the accaracy of flusncial statement
which is only explainable on the ground of
fgnorance. When, for example, Mr. Johnson
isolares that '‘the consideration which the
Governwent Las sctuslly received for ils
bonds" “‘was in real money 300 or 400 per
cent. legs than the obligations which it igsued
in returo,’’ he talks nonsgense. What he io-
tended to say we may imagine. He menot, we
guppose, that the obligations issued by the Gov-
ernment are J00 or 400 per cent. In excess of
the coln received therefor—which, though a
falge statement, would not be absurd; wherens
the literal meaning of what he does say is,
that the Government received for its bonds
200 or 300 per vent. less than nothing | Other
features of the proposition are soarcely less
crude, the general impression they produoce
Leing diseredituble to the intelligence and
gense of their anthor.

Mere Ignorance and absurdity, howewvar,
form an inadegnate explanation of the Presi-
dent's couree. The blupder of his statement
renders him ndiculons, but ita import s suof-
ficlently colierent to convigt him of a total
want of moral principle. Precigely how he
desires to go about the robbery we are leflt to
guess, but that he deliberately intends t» com-
mit robbiery cannot be dounbted. The Werld,
in an apologetic way, explaiog that he designs
fito treat the debt, not alter the manner of &
conrt of law enforciug the striot constronction
of & coutract, but after the maoner of a conrt
of equity aiming to do substantial jastice,”
This is the ordivary caut of the Democratic
repudiators. They don't propose robbery,
forsootls; they eimply want equity. So Mr,
Pendieton has all along declared. So the
Demoeratic Convention declared last Jaly,
And doubtlegs Mr. Johnson will be glad
1o avail himself of the Wourld's friendly ex-
sianation. The fact remains, however, that
}\! r. Johngou has goue alisad of Mr. Pendleton
and the Demooragy. They were willing to
pay interest in coin becanse the bonds so
gtipulate; they insisted ouly that the prineipal
be pald in greenbacks. He, on the other
band, propeses to stop the intarest altogether,
and to nss the amount gemi-annually in ligui-
dation of the principal! This is what the
]I.--J"-x'j de :-i}:uli'.!‘ﬁ Yeubstantial _iu:li.:u.'” but
what Mr, Bohenck more truly characterizes as
‘‘the moatl gross, shameless, infamous propo-
gition to repudiate the debt” that we have
“lever yet kuown to be put forth from any
guarter.”’

Dut the intent ! Mr. Johnson caunot have
believed that his suggestion would noder any
circumstances be adopted. He is not so stupid
as to have faucied that his words could be in-
terpreted otherwise thsn as a recommenda-
tion of robbery. We mnst conclude, there-
fore, that in hLis determination to renew his
quarrel with Congress, and to punish the
Republican party for its rejection of him and
his policy, Lie regolved to be as mischievous
as possible. TFoiled in regard to recomstruoe-
tion, he has made up his mind to try his hand
as repudiator, Since he cannot rale the coan-
try, e is prepared to damage it, if he can.
And by bo method can he more effectively
create embarragsment, and multiply the dif-
ficnlties which block the path to flonancial
relief, thaen by tarnishing the public credit
witli the foul breatl of repudiation,

The belief that Mr. Johnson’s aim s to
damage the publio credit is stremgthened by
the cononrrent attack of his Ssoretary of the
Treasury upon the greenback currency. Mr.
Jobuson assalls the debt; Mr., MoCullooh
assalls the legal-tender notes. Ope secks
blank repudiation; the other greenback depre-
ciation. In & certnin sgense, the two proposi-
tions run eide by side. 7Their tendency, if in
Auy manuper operalive, is to damage the na-
tivpal oredit.

The message, however, has overshot the
mark. Ipstead of injuring the pablic eredit, it
has gimply disgusted all men with Mr, JTohn-
gon. The only repudistion he will witness
will be the repudiation of himsell and his
gcbemes; and the conutry will have reason to
thank Providencs for the deliveranca,

We
believe bim to be a real clothes-plilosopher,
who | bas dreseed himself not from a mers
gense of duty, but with a just wsthetic eye to
moral ellects and social iufluences. Snch a
mwan, if gent to the King of the Fepjes Islands,
would need no carpet-bag; while if sent to the
Queen of Great Britain, we may depend upon
it that he will tax the genins of Poole to its
ntmost stretel of inventive ingennity to make
Lbim “beautiful forover.”  Dless him—let
him go!

Virgionia; Ohio may proudly olsim him as Ler
g80n, aud at the time of his birth hig rieh bat
reapectable progenitors resided in Cattarangus
county, New York; he is a staple production
of Alabams, Georgia, Loulsiana, Migsonri,
Iowa, Michigan, Dslnware, Wisconsin, Cali-
forpia, and other Suates, and at diffsrsnt

This man was also a volantear
in the Mexioan war, who, on belholding the
mannar in which Grant served his gnn at Vera
Cruz, exclaimed, “Capt. Grant i3s my candi-
date for the Presidency !""  He is aleo a major
in the Kentucky Home Guurde; a brigadier in
the Army of the Cuomberland; sn importer; a
large nunmber of mewmbers of Congress; the
Governora of several Siates; President of the
first Grant Clabs in New York, Boston, Phila-
